Parole, It must be understood, is a 
purely voluntary compact. The cap- 
tor la not oblipred to offer to ptirnla 
his prisoner, and tlic prisoner Is not 
obliged and caiiiml lie r'iiii|ii-ll»'d 
give hi.s parole. If he does mi, he will 
probably be released on pledging hi< 
word not to serve (luring the e.\iKt- 
inx war.

The usual ptirole pledge extends 

only to active service agaiuht the en- 
Vmy. A prisoner released on parole 
la not breaking his contract if he 
drllla recruits, quells civil coinmo- 
tlbtlB or flglifa other eneralea. A sol. 
dier taken prisoner has no nulhorily 
to pledge himself niier to -trve 
against a particular enemy. He cm- 
not throw off thus Ughtly the duly 
be owea his sovereign country, and if 
he makea any pledge it must be enn- 
fined to a limited time. Mnremer, 
If a prisoner shntild liiiike a plidi,'e 
not n[i|ii"oM'd liy his own ^.'overnnn-iil 
he la bound to return and surrender 
Uimaelf to the enemy, says Pearson's 
Weekly.
